MAN FOUND GUILTY 
OF CHEF’S MURDER

A WESTCLIFF man has been 
found guilty of murdering a French 
chef at an open-air classical concert 
in Southend. 

Karl Wills, of Cranley Road, was 
convicted at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Wednesday for the murder 
of Reynald Duchene, of Arlington 
Square, South Woodham Ferrers, 
on Saturday, June 26. 

The court heard how the 37-year- 
old was stabbed in the chest follow¬ 
ing an altercation as he left the 
Royal Philharmonic Opera Concert 
in Priory Park, which he had 
attended with his fiancee, her chil¬ 
dren and friends. 

Wills was arrested four days later 
before being charged with murder. 

Detective superintendent Tracy 
Hawkings, who led the investiga¬ 


tion, said: “Mr Duchene tragically 
lost his life at the hands of Karl 
Wills. 

“It was a cold, callous and delib¬ 
erate act which led to the tragic 
death of Mr Duchene. 

“I would like to pay personal trib¬ 
ute to Reynald’s family, his fiancee 
Paula and their friends, who have 
conducted themselves with dignity 
throughout the court proceedings. 

“Reynald’s death has left them all 
completely devastated. 

“I hope the verdict will bring 
them some small comfort because 
they have seen the person responsi¬ 
ble bought to justice.” 

Mr Duchene died after being 
stabbed once through the heart, 
causing massive internal bleeding. 

District crown prosecutor for the 
Crown Prosecution Service, 
Michelle Brown, said: “Wills went 


out that evening to what should 
have been an enjoyable family 
event, but instead he armed himself 
with a knife with nothing more 
than the intention to do someone 
harm.” 

Mr Duchene’s mother Francine 
Beyles said: “Reynald was a lov¬ 
ing, kind and considerate man who 
loved and was loved by all. 

“We wish to thank the investiga¬ 
tion team who vigorously sought 
out the truth and provided us with 
support, hope and the strength to 
go on.” 

Wills will be sentenced at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Monday, December 13.

£27m investment in health 
for Shoebury and Westcliff

HEALTH chiefs have been given the 
go-ahead to build three new Primary 
Care Centres in Westcliff and 
Shoebury at a cost of more than 
£27million. 

Two new buildings will be construct¬ 
ed in North Road and Valkyrie Road, 
in Westcliff, at a cost of £14.1million. 

The business case for the Shoebury 
centre, which will be on the Garrison 
site, is still being developed, but it is 


expected that around £13m will be 
invested there. 

Southend Council granted planning 
permission for the proposals last 
Wednesday. 

The new centres will provide mod¬ 
ern fit-for-purpose buildings and will 
enable patients to enjoy a wider range 
of services closer to their homes. 

It is planned that each of the new 
centres will include a range of ser¬ 
vices including GP services, a phar¬ 
macy, phlebotomy services and com¬ 


munity nursing services. 

Subject to final PCT Board approval 
in January, construction is due to start 
in Westcliff in April 2011 and the two 
centres will open in late 2012. 

Work will start in Shoebury in July 
next year and is due to be operational 
by spring 2013. 

Margaret Hathaway, associate direc¬ 
tor of commercial services for NHS 
South East Essex, said: “I am thrilled 
that planning permission has been 
granted. We can now continue with 


our plans as, even in this tough finan¬ 
cial climate, it’s vital that community 
premises continue to improve to be 
able to deliver high quality modern 
healthcare. 

“We have been delighted by the pos¬ 
itive response we’ve had to our exist¬ 
ing Primary Care Centres in Leigh and 
Canvey; now the residents of Westcliff 
and Shoebury will be able to benefit 
from the services that these new 
Primary Care Centres offer in their 
own communities.”

THE NEW swimming and diving centre at 
Garon Park, Southend, was officially 
opened last week. 

Former Southend schoolboy and 
Olympic swimmer Mark Foster unveiled a 
plaque commemorating the event. 

He then donned his trunks and went 
through his entire repertoire of swimming 
strokes as the audience watched from the 
spectator gallery. 

Before the unveiling, Mark met six 
youngsters from Thorpe Hall School, who 
helped dig the first footings for the new 
pool two years ago and just happened to 
be enjoying a swimming lesson as Mark 
arrived. 

As a special treat, their teacher allowed 
them to stay on at the centre after their les¬ 
son so they could watch the opening. 

The YA grabbed a few moments with 
Mark after the event: 

Q. Is it good to be back in Southend? 

A. “I was delighted to have been asked to 
officially open this fantastic new facility 
for Southend. 

“My family live here, I went to school in 
the town and I learned to swim at Warriors 


so Southend means a lot to me. 

“The new pool is fantastic and Tom 
Daley and his team mates from the GB 
diving squad are going to love the diving 
facilities. 

“I hope as many people as possible take 
the opportunity to bring their children to 
the new pool and teach them to swim. 

Q. So how was your swim? 

A. It was great - the pool is clean, bright 
and fresh. 

Although I spent my formative years 
swimming up and down Warriors pool, it 
was definitely time for new facilities. 

I have very fond memories of Warriors 
and was sad to see it go, but the old pool 
was 33.5m long, which is obsolete now, 
and at 25m the new pool can hold compe¬ 
titions. 

Q. What are you doing at the moment? 

A. I am involved in a great project called 
Pools for Schools, which provides tempo¬ 
rary pools in schools all over the country. 

It is so important that children learn to 
swim - firstly, for safety, as the skill could 
save their lives; secondly, to combat obesi¬ 
ty and diseases such as diabetes, and third¬ 
ly, because swimming is a great social and 
fun pastime. 


Fraudster made to 
pay compensation 

A LEIGH fraudster who lived 
the playboy lifestyle after ille¬ 
gally obtaining £26.4million 
has been ordered to pay com¬ 
pensation to his victims. 

Grahame Whitehead, of 
Forest View Drive, has been 
told to settle a compensation 
payout of over £2m to his vic¬ 
tims or face a further prison 
sentence under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard on Friday, November 26, 
how the 48-year-old led a 
multi-million pound fraud 
involving a pyramid scheme 
that falsely used the names of 
the Salvation Army and Credit 
Suisse. 

The fraudster admitted 49 
charges of fraud and deception 
in April and was sentenced to 
ten years’ imprisonment. 

Whitehead’s assets will be 
sold to pay the victims. 

He faces a possible extra nine 
years in prison if this doesn’t 
happen.

Keep pets 
away from 
frozen lakes 


Business federation says members are being ‘hit in the pocket’ by snow 


KEEP pets away from frozen lakes, emer¬ 
gency services have warned. 

A spate of incidents involving owners 
attempting to rescue dogs has prompted 
this warning from rescuers. 

Those falling through the ice can 
become trapped, even in shallow water, 
within minutes as hands and feet become 
frozen. 

Senior Divisional Officer Gary Fleming, 
Service Delivery, said: “Even though this 
ice appears to be strong, it can be eggshell 
thin. Anyone who falls through into the 
water would only be able to survive for 
minutes in the freezing water. 

“The most common cause is people 
chasing their dogs out onto the ice, and I 
urge people not to do this. It isn’t worth the 
risk.” 

Rescuers advise that while dogs normal¬ 
ly make it safely back to the shore, people 
rarely do. 

If your dog does become trapped, stay on 
the bank and call the fire service. 

“Remember, animals can withstand the 
cold for far longer than people,” said Mr 
Fleming. “Frozen lakes are potential death 
traps and the best way to stay safe is to 
keep your dog on a leash when walking in 
the vicinity of lakes and ponds. 

“There is no way to test whether the ice 
can support your weight or not and by the 
time you have found out, it is too late. Our 
best advice is not to venture out onto the 
ice at all.” 

Parents are being urged to make children 
are aware of the dangers and not to allow 
them to play near water areas during freez¬ 
ing weather. 


FREEZING winter conditions are hitting busi¬ 
nesses in the pocket. 

Traders claim to be the worst affected after 
many shoppers chose to stay at home. 

“We are getting reports from our retail mem¬ 
bers that footfall has plummeted,” said a 
spokesman for the Essex Federation of Small 
Businesses. 

Many fear customers staying at home may 


switch their shopping to the internet, with a 
long-term impact for independent small shops. 
Stock deliveries are also being delayed or not 
getting through at all. 

Other business suffering include courier and 
haulage companies, and taxi firms. 

“They are having major problems with trade 
plummeting at a time when it is normally reach¬ 
ing a peak,” said the federation. 


“Hotels, pubs, restaurants and leisure facilities 
are seeing bookings cancelled, which could be 
particularly bad news as we start entering the 
Christmas party season.” 

Essex County Council has been criticised for 
failing to keep the road clear throughout the cold 
snap. 

A spokesman insisted the authority had ‘done 
well’ in the exceptional conditions. 



THE ADVERSE weather conditions 
experienced by the region last week 
may have eased, but the ambulance 
service is urging the public to be wise 
about winter by planning ahead. 

Tips include only travelling when 
necessary, always going out with plen¬ 
ty of warm clothing in case you 
become stranded, keeping emergency 
numbers like NHS Direct and GP 
surgeries handy and keeping pets and 
children away from frozen lakes.

Itouble reading? 
Try a talking book

SOUTHEND Libraries 
has teamed up with the 
Royal National Institute 
for the Blind to offer a 
free talking book service 
to people with sight 
problems. 

Southend was one of 
the first places in the UK 
to use RNIB digital CD 
talking books - and the 
service has proved to be 
a big hit with 240 local 
listeners. 

This year marks the 
75th anniversary of the 
RNIB Talking Book 
Service, which was set 
up in 1935. 

Currently, there are 
18,000 high quality 
recordings to choose 
from in the talking books 
library, making it the 
largest unabridged col¬ 
lection of audio books on 
CD in the country. 

Anne Morris, 54, has 
been a Southend RNIB 
talking book member for 
six years. 

She said: “The talking 
books are brilliant - the 
service has enabled me 
to use the library, and 
enjoy reading again. 

“It has opened doors to 
new authors and listening 
choices and the CDs 


have also helped a lot 
with my studies for a 
counselling course at the 
local college. 

“I also belong to a 
library reading group 
that meets once a month, 
where we all get to share 
our views and opinions. 

“If you’ve never tried 
RNIB or library talking 
books, give it a go - you 
don’t know what you are 
missing.” 

As part of the scheme, 
an easy-to-use CD player 
is loaned to readers free 
of charge and runs on 
mains power or a built-in 
battery. Up to 24 hours of 
audio can be stored on a 
single disc. 

Locally-based RNIB 
volunteers are also on 
hand to visit and offer 
expert support to cus¬ 
tomers once the service 
has been set up. 

The free library service 
is available to anyone 
who is unable to com¬ 
fortably read standard 
print with spectacles. 

You do not require a 
GP’s certification or 
need to be registered 
with a sight problem to 
qualify for the talking 
book service.

Fire crews to 
discuss cuts

THE ESSEX Fire 
Authority will meet on 
Wednesday to agree pro¬ 
posals to save a total of 
£10m next year. 

Firefighters’ jobs, 
engines and even a station 
could all go, according to 
Chief Fire Officer David 
Johnson. 

The cuts follow changes 
forced on the service as 
part of the Government’s 
Comprehensive Spending 
Review. 

Mr Johnson travelled to 
Westminster on Tuesday in 
a last attempt to persuade 
MPs not to force the cuts 
through. 

“We are doing all we can 
to make our Essex MPs 
understand the conse¬ 
quences of frontline cuts 
and to try to win support 
for our dedicated and hard¬ 
working crews,” he said. 

Mr Johnson was accom¬ 
panied by Fire Authority 
chairman Tony Hedley to 
challenge the order to cut 
£10m from budgets. 

More than £3m of cuts 
have already been identi¬ 
fied. Another £1.6m will 
come from back office 
support functions, but Mr 
Johnson said £5m must 
come from frontline ser¬ 
vices. 

He said there was also a 
risk of challenge to the 


pensions of firefighters in 
Essex, some who have 
served for more than 30 
years. 

“The pensions issue is 
one we are all keen to 
resolve as we move ahead 
to face the financial chal¬ 
lenges coming our way,” he 
added. 

“At the moment, we are 
looking at all of our 
options and will be going 
to the Fire Authority later 
in the week to present a 
series of options.” 

The Fire Brigade Union 
claimed last month the 
Coalition Government had 
an agenda to ‘attack and 
undermine our pensions’. 

Proposed changes could 
see firefighters having to 
pay more into their pen¬ 
sions each year. 

The spending review will 
mean significant changes 
to the way fire services are 
provided in Essex. 

Mr Johnson claims these 
could include the potential 
closure of a fire station, a 
reduction in the number of 
fire engines and changes to 
working hours and crewing 
arrangements. 

The Government has 
suggested fire chiefs 
should consider options 
other than frontline cuts. 

More details of the pro¬ 
posals will be presented to 
the Fire Authority in 
January.

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Takeaway shut down after mice found

A CHINESE take¬ 
away has been shut 
down after Southend 
Council’s environ¬ 
mental health officers 
found it was infested 
with mice. 

The Dragon Palace, 
in London Road, 
Westcliff, was imme¬ 
diately ordered to stop 
preparing and selling 
food after a routine 
inspection revealed: 


■ Live mice in a 
gnawed box of dried 
noodles in the store 
room. 

■ A dead mouse 
nearby. 

■ A dead mouse 
beneath the sinks. 

■ Mice droppings 

throughout the 

premises. 

On Tuesday, 

November 30, 

Southend 
Magistrates’ Court 
confirmed the closure 


with an emergency 
prohibition order. 

The premises were 
previously inspected 
in December 2009, 
and officers discov¬ 
ered problems with 
pest control and the 
management of safe 
food preparation. 

These issues would 
have been evident to 
the public as the 
Dragon Palace gained 
only one star (non- 
compliant with legal 


standards) through the 
‘Scores on the Doors’ 
rating scheme 
www. scoresonthe 
doors.org.uk 

Despite detailed 
written advice from 
environmental health 
officers and the provi¬ 
sion of several hours 
of training, similar 
problems were still 
found to be occurring 
on Thursday, 

November 25. 

In addition to the 


evidence of mice, staff 
were also found to be 
not washing their 
hands and anti-bacter- 
ial cleaning liquids, 
although present, 
were not being used 
for cleaning. 

Southend’s 
Councillor for public 
protection and waste, 
Tony Cox, said: “It is 
essential that premises 
serving food have the 
highest possible stan¬ 
dards. 


“ Our environmental 
health team works very 
hard to try and make 
sure that these stan¬ 
dards are met for the 
health and safety of our 
residents and visitors. 

“An infestation of 
mice is very danger¬ 
ous. They not only pass 


on harmful bacteria 
when gnawing food, 
but they also urinate 
very regularly, so work 
surfaces and the hands 
of staff become conta¬ 
minated. 

“Bacteria therefore 
will pass from the 
insides of mice to the 


insides of humans, 
which clearly is an 
unacceptable risk to 
public health. 

“Officers will now 
decide what further 
formal action ought to 
be taken against the 
food business opera¬ 
tors.” 


Message in a Bottle 
scheme expanding 

SOUTHEND libraries are teaming up with 
the Southend Crime and Disorder Reduction 
Partnership to offer the free Message in a 
Bottle scheme at branches across the bor¬ 
ough. 

The scheme is aimed at older and vulnera¬ 
ble people living alone and consists of a bot¬ 
tle - or small plastic container - that is kept in 
the fridge and holds details of the person’s 
next of kin, medical condition and GP. 

In an emergency, this information can be 
easily found and to date, has saved the lives 
of 120 people in Essex. 

Bottles are also available at police stations, 
from local Neighbourhood Watch schemes 
and the Turning Tides (SAVS) 
Neighbourhood Management project. 

Mick Holland, Southend Community 
Engagement Officer said: “The real attrac¬ 
tiveness of the Message in a Bottle scheme is 
its simplicity.”

We need to 
stop relying 
on the 
roads 

RECENT correspondents 
have expressed what must be 
widespread support for the 
scrapping of the Dartford toll 
booths. 

The last thing we need is a 
new Thames crossing so there 
is no need to generate funds 
at Dartford, which merely 
serve to cause congestion and 
pollution. 

Crucially there are two key 
facts, missing from govern¬ 
ment thinking, which have not 
been missed by big business. 

The first is the appeal in 
November by business leaders 
to government that oil short¬ 
ages are imminent. 

New restrictions on deep 
water drilling, resulting from 
the Deepwater Horizon 
calamity, have brought for¬ 
ward the date at which we 
next hit peak oil. 

Let’s not forget the last time 
we hit peak oil, the price 
reached $147 a barrel, caus¬ 
ing the American recession 
which in turn exposed the 
property bubble that nearly 
bankrupted the global finan¬ 
cial sector and our govern¬ 
ments too. 

The second fact not wasted 
on big business is the impact 
climate change is having on 
global business prospects as 


environmental damage drives 
up food and other commodity 
prices. 

On November 17, business 
leaders demanded goverments 
take more action to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions, 
including a reduction in ener¬ 
gy demand from the transport 
sector. 

While the UK freezes, suf¬ 
fering another exceptionally 
cold winter, global tempera¬ 
tures continue to rise danger¬ 
ously, damaging the produc¬ 
tion of food crops, most 
notably in Russia. 

Sadly local government in 
Essex is oblivious to the facts 
and the impending energy and 
climate catastrophes. 

They squander public 
money at Sadlers Farm, the 
A127 in Southend and on 
other multi-million pound 
schemes which merely serve 
to encourage greater car use. 

What we need is a dynamic 
new bus network, bus lanes 
and car use reduction policies. 
But councils are too selfish, 
shallow and ill-informed to do 
what is needed.

Be patient 
with learner 
drivers 

BASILDON Driving Test 
Centre opened two years ago 
and there are various issues to 
be considered. 

Basildon does not have suf¬ 
ficient variety of features to 
teach or test thoroughly. 

If you can do roundabouts, a 
Basildon test should be easier 
than at other Essex venues 
(although pass rates don’t 
reflect this). 

For example, where are the 
busy shopping streets that are 
typical of most British towns? 

Many drivers in Basildon 
are far less tolerant of learn¬ 
ers than most people in 
Brentwood and Chelmsford - 
towns with long-established 
test centres. 

My learners and I have been 
hooted and yelled at on many 
occasions for conducting 
legal manoeuvres, often in 
places where they would be 
conducted on a test. 

We are often overtaken in a 
dangerous manner, often 
when the learner was travel¬ 
ling at the speed limit. 

Many drivers don’t signal 
correctly at junctions and 
roundabouts. This is made 
worse in Basildon because of 
the number of roundabouts. 

Drivers should always signal 
left when turning left or when 
they are taking the next exit 
from a roundabout and should 


signal right when turning 
right at roundabouts until they 
pass the previous exit to the 
one they will take. 

Even experienced drivers 
often need to be psychic to 
know when it is safe to pull 
out. Learners don’t stand a 
chance. 

Finally, I would ask drivers 
to realise that putting pressure 
on a learner, eg by following 
them too closely, is more like¬ 
ly to induce an error and hold 
you up even more. 

Remember, you were a 
learner once.

Vote for a

I AM an electoral reformer 
for a whole host of reasons, 
not only connected with how 
we elect our Members of 
Parliament. 

Votes for all adults and 
electing our second chamber 
are also issues close to my 
heart. 

This particular journey 
began in my teens when I 
began to believe that rule by 
the people must include a 
mandate from more than half 
those who vote. 

To allow a system where 
our representatives are put in 
place by minorities was surely 
an imperfect form of democ¬ 
racy. 

First past the post matured 
in the era of Whigs and 
Tories; a Queen Anne system 
that predated universal suf¬ 
frage, secret ballots, and 
where buying votes was the 
norm. 

When the ruling classes got 
to choose between the rich or 
the very rich, it was as good a 
system as any. But our poli¬ 
tics has moved on. The plural¬ 
ity of today fits ill with a 
binary method of selection. 

Of the 650 MPs that sit on 
the green benches today, a 
mere 219 - roughly a third - 
got there with more than half 
of those who voted choosing 
to vote for them. 

Nine MPs got to first place 
with less than a third of the 


votes cast, with Norwich 
South’s Simon Wright win¬ 
ning the prize for smallest 
mandate with 29.4 per cent. 

For MPs it cannot be grati¬ 
fying knowing they enjoy 
minority support, yet you can¬ 
not blame them entirely for 
supporting the status quo - it 
is what has put them there. 

However, the rest of us 
should want a system that 
reflects our collective wishes. 

Every voter is important, 
every vote should matter. 

The Alternative Vote system 
ensures that every MP has at 
least 50 per cent support. 

The Alternative Vote system 
is a simple system; the Welsh 
and Scots already use it for 
their national bodies. 

I will be voting ‘Yes’ in the 
referendum in May because I 
want an electoral system that 
is fairer. It also makes our 
democracy more accountable 
and will make MPs work 
harder as they will have to 
persuade more to vote for 
them.

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Councils win environmental award

A GROUP of Essex councils - 
including Southend - have won a 
top environmental award. 

The councils picked up the 
Bronze Green Apple Award from 
the Green Organisation for their 
Warm Healthy Homes Partnership. 

The partnership, which aims to 
reduce the number of vulnerable 
private households in fuel poverty, 
is led by Thurrock Borough 
Council and supported by Castle 
Point, Basildon and Rochford, as 
well as Southend. 

By October 2010, a total of 3,500 


households had benefited from the 
scheme. 

Frank Tomlin, Basildon Council’s 
cabinet member for housing, said: 
“The scheme is a great example of 
cross boundary working for the 
good of South Essex, with hun¬ 
dreds of homes benefiting which 
can only be a good thing.” 

The judges commented: “The 
partnership has been able to present 
an across-the-board assessment and 
improvement programme on its 
housing stock, thanks to combining 
resources. 

“Almost 750 homes have been 
taken out of fuel poverty and close 


to 10,000 tonnes of C02 have been 
saved through improvements in 
efficiency, insulation and equip¬ 
ment.” 

The partnership was awarded 
£4.3m from the Government in 
April 2009 for a two-year project to: 

■ Maximise the installation of 
renewable/sustainable energy mea¬ 
sures. 

■ ncrease the number of vulnera¬ 
ble private households living in 
decent ‘warm, healthy’ homes. 

■ Contribute to a reduction in 
carbon emissions. 

■ Meet the growing demand for 


home energy efficiency support. 

The trophy was presented at the 
17th Ann ual International awards 
ceremony at the House of 
Commons in November. 

Green Apple Awards are present¬ 
ed annually in recognition of com¬ 
panies, councils and communities 
carrying out projects that enhance 
the environment. 

There were 500 nominations for 
the awards this year. 

The Green Organisation is an 
independent, non-political, non¬ 
profit organisation that recognises, 
rewards and promotes environmen¬ 
tal best practice around the world.

LIZ WADE and her two boys get festive on their visit to 
Winter Wonderland at Bluewater 



W ITH snow on the 
ground, and our 
Christmas decorations 
finally up, we headed for some 
festive fun at Bluewater’s Winter 
Wonderland. 

The Kent shopping centre has 
pulled out all the stops this year 
to create a Winter Wonderland 
for the young and old alike. 

As well as a free Santa’s 
Grotto, there is also an ice rink, 
a circus and a funfair with rides 
for all the family. 

We had planned to visit early 
last week, but the snow put a 
stop to that as the car was 
buried somewhere in the car 
park - much to Josh’s annoy¬ 
ance. He was only relieved when 
we finally managed to dig it out 
at the weekend and set off for 
some festive fun on Sunday. 

His excitement rose as we saw 
a huge reindeer at the entrance 
to Bluewater, and he hurried to 
find the Winter Wonderland. 

After a quick look around, the 
boys decided to try the 
dodgems and bumped their way 
through two goes. They then 
watched the fun on the family 
rides including Freakout, Twister 
and Booster, which reached 
high up into the sky. 

If you have younger children, 
there are also a number of rides 
to keep them busy including a 
train, mini jets and mini carousel. 

It was then off to see the big 
man himself at the revamped 
Santa’s Grotto, which looks 
great with its tinsel walkway and 


grotto waiting area. 

The boys waited patiently for 
their turn and I wondered if they 
were going to ask Santa for 
something I hadn’t bought. 

I needn’t have worried, though, 
as Joseph said he hadn’t decided 
yet and Josh asked for money! 

The boys had a photo taken 
and were given a gift each 
before we went outside to buy 
the photo, which cost £5. 

It was then off to the Narnia 
ice rink, much to Josh’s delight. 

The 600m2 rink can hold up to 
200 people and runs 45 minute 
sessions, which start every hour, 
on the hour, during the Winter 
Wonderland opening times. 

Anyone can enjoy the ice and 
you can either book tickets in 
advance or turn up and buy 
them from the kiosk. 

While the minimum age on the 
ice is three, parents can judge if 
their children can skate safely 
and there are a number of little 
penguins around which will help 
them do just that. 

New this year is Winter 
Wonderland’s Circus, which fea¬ 
tures some of Russia’s finest 
performers. 

The circus has three shows a 
day between Sunday and 
Thursday, as well as four shows 
on Fridays and Saturday. 

The shows, which last an hour, 
offer lots of fun for all the family. 
What’s more, there are family 
workshops after the shows 
where you can learn some of the 
tricks of the trade. 


If all the fun has worked up an 
appetite, there are a number of 
food outlets selling everything 
from hot drinks and chocolate 
covered strawberries to hearty 
meals to keep you warm. 

Winter Wonderland is free to 
enter so you can have a look 
around and decide what you 


want to do before buying tickets. 

Winter Wonderland offers 
magical family entertainment for 
all the family and is definitely 
worth a visit. 

The boys thoroughly enjoyed 
themselves and it was only the 
cold that beat us in the end, so 
make sure you wrap up warm.

Q. We have just inherited a property which 
we will probably put on the market next 
spring. Meanwhile, it is unoccupied. What 
should we do? 

A. If you are leaving a property empty for any 
length of time, it’s tempting to have all the 
services switched off in order to save on “unnecessary” bills. If you decide to do 
this - particularly at this time of year - then it’s vitally important to ensure that 
both the water and central heating tanks are properly drained down. The last 
thing you want is walk in there in March and find the whole place ankle deep in 
water from a burst pipe. 

However, even without burst pipes, completely mothballing a property in this 
way can be a false saving. The sad fact is, an obviously empty house is easy 
prey for vandals. Besides, even if it is perfectly clean and tidy at the outset, a 
house that is shut up for months over the winter will always feel cold, damp and 
unwelcoming when you eventually come to show people round. 

So, my advice is: bite the bullet and keep all the mains services connected, so 
you can set the heating to come on low for a couple of hours each night and 
morning. This will not only help protect against frozen pipes, but will ensure that 
the property is just that little bit warmer and more welcoming. It also allows you 
to have a couple of lamps and even a radio on timer switches, which will help 
deter intruders. 

In addition, you should try to visit the property regularly - or arrange for someone 
else to do so - in order to give the place a bit of an airing and to clear away the 
mountain of junk mail that will inevitably accumulate. This also means that if 
anything has gone wrong, or any damage has been done - either accidentally or 
otherwise - it can be rectified sooner rather than later. In this connection, it’s 
worth noting that most insurance companies will actually expect an empty 
property to be visited at least once a month. 

And finally, talking of insurance...it’s also a good idea to let them know that the 
property is empty, and inform them of the steps you have taken to look after it. 


Strong demand for affordable homes 

Demand for low-cost home ownership schemes for newly built homes is rising, largely due 
to stringent mortgage lending conditions and high property prices, caused in part by a lack 
of new homes coming onto the market, according to a senior member of 
Thames Valley Housing. 

Kush Rawal, head of sales and marketing at Thames Valley Housing, says that he is 
surprised at how well new build affordable homes in and around London have performed 
as far as sales are concerned. 

He added that Thames Valley is on course to sell in the region of 350 affordable homes 

this year. 

Rawal believes that many more purchasers, particularly first-time buyers, have turned to 
the previously less popular affordable housing sector to buy a new home, simply because it 
is a more practical and inexpensive way to get onto the housing ladder. 

“The stigma attached to buying an affordable home is fast disappearing,” said Rawal. 

“If anything, demand for affordable housing is expected to grow further in the next few 
years, due to an ongoing lack of mortgage liquidity.” 

Rawal reports that many people buying into one of Thames Valley’s affordable housing 
schemes are typically able to secure a 90 per cent loan-to-value (LTV) mortgage, which 
effectively means that they are able to purchase a new home in London with less than 
£10,000 cash deposit. 

A 25 per cent share in a new build home at St George’s Grove, a part buy, part rent 
affordable housing scheme in Tooting, South London, for example, is available to buy 
through Thames Valley Housing from £64,375. A subsidised rent of around £482 per month 
would be payable on the remaining 75 per cent share. 

Based on a 90 per cent LTV mortgage on £64,375, purchasers would be able to buy a home, 
on a part buy, part rent basis, with an initial cash deposit of £6,437.50. Not bad for a home 

in London! 

Elsewhere in London, Thames Valley is offering new homes for sale in a development called 
Hurlington Court in Wandsworth. The scheme, which was built by St James, offers a 
selection of stylish studio, one, two and three bedroom apartments all located in the 
beautiful grounds of the Grade I listed Roehampton House, Roehampton. Prices start 

from £50,625. 

In Basildon, Essex, another housing association, Circle Anglia, is offering a selection of 
affordable homes for sale at Vange, which features a selection of one and two bedroom 
contemporary apartments, also available through a part buy, part rent scheme. 

Prices start from £85,000 for a 50 per cent share.

I WONDER how 
many drivers could 
say, hand on heart, 
that they’ve never 
broken a speed limit? 
Many have never 
been caught, but 
that’s no reason to 
feel smug. 

A car travelling at 
any speed can be 
dangerous if the dri¬ 
ver is careless and 
even the most careful 
drivers cannot antici¬ 
pate the unexpected. 

Drivers can’t possi¬ 
bly predict what 
pedestrians are going 
to do. A careless or 
excited child can sud¬ 
denly rush across the 
road, any one of us 
could step out in front 
of a car when we’re 
deep in thought. 
Drivers can’t antici¬ 
pate that sudden 
move into their path - 
but if they’re travelling 
within the speed limit 
prescribed for that 
stretch of road they’ll 
have more chance of 
avoiding a fatal acci¬ 
dent. 

Talk to advanced 
driving instructor Paul 
Ripley and he’ll tell 
you that just two sec¬ 
onds is all you need 
to avoid an accident - 


and even save your 
life. Whether you’re 
driving ‘too fast’ is not 
determined by speed 
limits alone. Danger 
arises from ‘excessive 
speed for the prevail¬ 
ing conditions’. 

That’s a matter of 
judgement and expe¬ 
rience, but if in any 
doubt, slow down. Mr 
Ripley would remind 
you to keep a mini¬ 
mum time gap 
between yourself and 
the car in front of two 
seconds - in good, 
dry conditions., dou¬ 
bled when it’s wet. 

That’s not just on 
the motorway, either. 
Don’t be lulled into a 
false sense of security 
when you drive 
around country lanes. 

Country roads are 
more of a death trap 
than the motorway, 
according to national 
statistics. While most 
road accidents - more 
than 70 per cent - 
happen on urban 
roads - more than half 
of road deaths occur 
on rural ones. 

Speed limits are 
constantly under 
review on major 
routes, too. If you’ve 
driven on the M25 in 
you’ll have noticed big 
red rings with speed 


limits in them at vari¬ 
ous stages of your 
journey. 

You might have 
thought there was an 
accident or road¬ 
works ahead the first 
couple of times. 

Then you’ll have 
realised that they 
weren’t a warning to 
slow down because 
of a hazard, but sim¬ 
ply to slow down. 

(The fact you might 
have been doing 
barely 30mph when 
the 60mph sign was 
up is neither here nor 
there.) 

The signage is part 
of the Controlled 
Motorway Pilot 
Scheme. This involves 
varying the speed lim¬ 
its during busy times 
to achieve a more 
controlled flow of 
heavy traffic - and 
thus improve safety. 


Surprisingly, motor¬ 
ways are the safest 
roads in the UK. 
There were a shock¬ 
ing 200 deaths on 
motorways last year, 
but per number of 
journeys it’s a tiny 
proportion - town 
streets and rural 
roads are more dan¬ 
gerous by far. 

The Department of 
Transport has set a 
safety target for this 
year of cutting overall 
road casualties by 
one-third. 

That will mean 
switching more traffic 
to the motorways, 
against local environ¬ 
ment considerations. 
There’s no easy 
answer, it seems, 
short of individual dri¬ 
vers taking greater 
care, driving better - 
and being mindful of 
the speed limit.
